Voters To Follow In 
Recall Election 


In the adjoining two columns is 
printed the upper portion of the bal- 
lot which will be used at the recall 
election on the 31st of this month. 
This is the only portion of the ballot 
with which the voters will have to do, 
as beneath it is run the statements 
of the parties desiring the recall and 
the statement of Owens. 

This is the first time a sample of 
the ballot has been published and at- 
tention is therefore called to the fact 
that two crosses must be inserted in 
the squares. 

The first and paramount issue is 
whether or not Owens is to be re- 
ealled and When this is decided the 
voter can decide on the candidate 
which he or she desires should sup- 
plant him. But remember, IT IS 
ABSOLUTELY NECESSARY TO 
VOTE ON THE RECALL, and that 
two crosses are necessary to make a 
ballot valid. 

Even if a voter does not desire to 
recall Owens, a stamp must be put 
after the candidate’s name, which it 
is deemed would be the best man for 
the place in event the majority of the 
votes are against Owens. 

There seems to be a great deal of 
quandary regarding the ballot, but it 
is easily understood, when one takes 
into consideration that the ballot 
must be stamped twice no matter of 
what frame of mind a voter is in.

If one will look back over the city 
records, I think of January, 1913, or 
there about, you will find that the 
City Council appointed a committee 
from the Board of Trade consisting 
of F. C. Schram, D. A. Knowls, L. 
Boswell, J. S. Chandler and myself 
and City Clerk I. R. Vaughan and 
Auditor J. A .McWittie, on charter 
amendments. We found the time too 
short before the last session of the 
Legislature to go very far and care- 
fully into charter amendments and 
only submitted and recommended 
the urgent needed ‘one at that time, 
being the tax rate. This committee 
was not discharged and it was the 
understanding at the time that we 
were to go carefully into the neces- 
sity of changes in our present city 
charter and submit a report of such 
changes in time for.the next session 
of the Legislature. 

For the above reason, and owing 
to the fact that I was one of the free- 
charter, I am always alert to any- 
holders who helped frame our present. 
thing published in that line. 

As a member of the board of free- 
holders I was with the minority in 
favor of a council of five paid mem- 
bers on the commission plan. 

We who favored this commission 
form predicted the present condi- 
tions of the divided responsibility and 
lack of time for unpaid councilmen 
to properly attend to the city’s busi- 
ness. The city of Richmond is not a 
charitable institution and why should 
any of her citizens be required to de- 
vote their time and attention to her 
welfare without a reasonable com- 
pensation. It is not made up of re- 
tired millionaires who have nothing 
else to do. 

Since this charter was framed six 
years ago, we find that an improve- 
ment has been made to the commis- 
sion form of government in other 
cities which I believe is just as far 
ahead of the original commission 
form as the commission form was 
ahead of the old form. That is the 
city manager plan. This is getting 
down to the very basis on which a 
private corporation conducts its busi-
